A £ 7 .5 97 check recently turned o v er 
to Ulster Co untv Treasurer Fred H. Du- 
Bo is bv Sheriff William Martin represents 
six mo nths o f ro o m and bo ard pay ments 
by 2 7 priso ners who to o k part in the co un­ 
ty ’s wo rk release pro g ram. 
ITie check bro ug ht to £ 1 9,5 6 6 the 
amo unt receiv ed by the co unty since the 
pro g ram beg an in July , 1 969. Priso ners 
pay £ 5 daily fo r each day they wo rk o ut­ 
side. 
The pro g ram, the first o f its kind in 
the state o utside New Yo rk City , permits 
certain selected priso ners to wo rk at o ut­ 
side jo bs while serv ing time. Paid reg ular 
wag es fo r the jo bs they do , the priso ners 
pay their ro o m and bo ard, furnish mo ney 
to their families, and wo rk o ff any liens o r 
judg ements ag ainst them befo re g etting 
any thing fo r themselv es. The mo ney isn’t 
paid them until they are discharg ed fro m 
jail. 
Other charg es subtracted fro m priso n­ 
er pav are purchases o f wo rk clo thing , 
medical ex penses, and o ther items that 
must be met by any o ther wo rking man. 
Martin is an enthusiastic suppo rter o f 
the plan to g iv e priso ners an o ppo rtunity 
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to beco me self-suppo rting while serv ing 
time. A careful pre-selectio n pro cess has 
do ne much to make the pro g ram a g o ing 
co ncern and ho ld do wn tro ubleso me inci­ 
dents. 


Sp ecia l 


Priso ners who are in jail fo r less than 
3 0 day s are no t elig ible to participate. 
Priso ners serv ing lo ng er terms are no t el­ 
ig ible fo r the pro g ram until after they 
hav e serv ed 50 day s. No priso ner may 
participate if he is awaiting sentencing , if 
he is an escapee, deserter, o r runaway , if 
he is jailed fo r a crime inv o lv ing use o f 
fo rce, o r if there is a warrant o r detainer 
to be serv ed o n him when he is released 
fro m the Ulster Co unty Jail. 
Stx o ffenders, alco ho lics, and drug ad­ 
dicts are also inelig ible to take part in the 
pro g ram 
“ W e’v e o nly had o ne man who re­ 
turned to iail after participating in the 
wo rk release 
pro g ram,” Martin no ted. 
“ That s a lo t better than the reco rd fo r 
o ther priso ners.” 
Martin said that there were presently 
S8 men in jail (reco mmended capacity 42 ) 


awaiting sentence and were inelig ible fo r 
wo rk release. 
“ In the new facility being built we will 
be in a po sitio n to make this an ev en bet­ 
ter pro g ram,” Martin said. “ At present, 
we do n't hav e eno ug h ro o m to seg reg ate 
priso ners as we wo uld like to do .’ 
He said he felt that the pro g ram 
co uld 
be 
ev en 
mo re 
effectiv e 
if the 
co urts wo uld sentence certain priso ners to 
jail fo r mo re than 3 0 day s with the stipu­ 
latio n that they take part in the wo rk re­ 
lease pro g ram instead o f being put o n 
pro batio n. 
“ They sho uld serv e o n the wo rk re­ 
lease pro g ram first, then g o o n pro ba­ 
tio n,” he said. 
Martin said that such a pro g ram wo uld 
be especially effectiv e in cases inv o lv ing 
fraudulent 
checks, 
where the priso ner 
co uld be required to make restitutio n fo r 
any damag es caused by his actio ns. Ex cess 
amo unts earned co uld then be credited to 
the priso ner's acco unt. 
He ex pressed his thanks to Assembly ­ 
man H. Clark Bell and State Senato r Jay 
P Ro liso n Jr fo r their help in g etting the 
leg islatio n passed that made the pro g ram 
po ssible. 
“ When I asked them to help they were 
v ery co o perativ e, and I’m g rateful to 
them,” he said.

N EW YORK (U P I) — That 


cool pool seems extra inviting 
humid days. But it also can 
be a death trap. 


C e r t a i n l y , the experts 
repeat their warnings about 
swimming and boating safety 
and yet the toll goes on and 
up. 
The 
National 
Safety 
Council says that drownings 
have become the third leading 


cause of accidental deaths In 
recent years, with Ju ly the 
peak month. 
And 
the 
situtation 
grows 
worse, for total drowning» per 
year have risen from about 
6,500 in 1960 to 7,300 in 1971. 
Why? Failure to use 
life 
preservers and other flotation 
devices while boating is one 
cause. The Red Cross states 
that only half of the growing 
number of 
boat users 
can 
swim 
well 
enough 
to save 
their lives if they fall in deep 
water. 


The safety council estimates 
that at least half of the recent 
recreational drowning victims 
in the United 
States 
never 
intended going into the water 
in the first place. 
Either they were involved 
in a boat sinking or capsizing 
or they fell into the water. 
And then there's just the plain 
old lack of caution whether 
b o a t i n g , 
swimming 
in 
homeside or other pool, or in 
streams and lakes. 
Tips to Prev ent Dro wning 
Metropolitan 
Life, 
taking 
note of the increase, 
says 


more than 60 per cent of all 
victims 
are 
under 
age 
25, 
nearly 
one third are 
teen­ 
agers, 85 per cent are males. 
Forty 
per 
cent 
of 
all 
drownings occur on Saturdays 
and Sundays. 
How to have a safe swim? 
Metropolitan 
tosses 
out 
several lifelines. 
First of course, know how 
to swim and float and know 
your swimming limitations. 
Before any member of the 
family swims, dives or jumps 
hurriedly into the water, the 
area show 
be 
checked 
for 


rocks and other obstructions. 
The site also should be in­ 
spected for holes and debris, 
as well as to determine the 
shallow and deep sections. 
If caught in a current, swim 
with it and at the same time 
angle toward shore. 
Heed all warnings. If the 
area is unguarded, stay close 
to shore. * 
Be sure an adult swims with 
a child at all times. 
Keep Calm 
If you run into difficulty, 
keep calm and think of a plan 
of action. 


Don’t go into the water too 
soon after eating. Wait one 
and one-half to two hours.
